BEIRUT. Jan. 18 (AP) — Lebanon has 
linked agreement on ending a 35-year-old 
slate of war with Israel to complete with- 
drawal of the Israeli Army from this Medi- 
terranean country, a Lebanese government 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

This position was made dear by Lebanon's 
chief delegation Antoine Fattal in the 
seventh round of withdrawal talks with 
American and Israeli negotiators held Mon- 
day in Beirut's southern suburb of Khalde. 
the spokesman said. 

"Agreeme n t on terminating a state of war 
cannot, be concluded before a total with- 
drawal is completed.” Fattal said upon the 
formation of a three-nation subcommittee to 
draft a declaration that would end the state of 
war. tbe spokesman said. 

. The spokesman, who requested anonymity 
in keeping with government rules said the 
Israeli delegation agreed during the Khalde 
talks Monday to form another subcommittee 
to deal with a withdrawal program and 
timetable. 

Tbe Israeli side said it would announce the 
names of its representatives to the with- 
drawal subcommittee at the next session of 
talks.- scheduled for 10 p-m. (0800 GM!} 
Thursday at the northern Israeli border town 
of Kiryat Shmorta. the spokesman added. 

Lebanon has named Brig. Gen. Abbas 
Hamdan as its representative in the with- 
drawal subcommittee. according to the 
spokesman. 

. . Christopher Ross. U.S. spokesman at the 
tripartite talks that began on Dec. 28. said 
Monday tbe next session would deal with the 
operation of the plenary sessions and sub- 
: committees "and Tra sure we win be inten- 
sifying their work.” 

In Tel Aviv, meanwhile. U.S. presidential 


envoy Philip C. Habib held an "ideas ses- 
sion” with Israeli leaders Tuesday to try and 
advance the negotiations for the withdrawal 
of foreign forces from Lebanon. Israeli 
officials said. 

Habib and his deputy. Morris Draper, met 
for 2 Vi hours with Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and David Kirache. the chief Israeli 
negotiator. 

Habib came to the Middle East last week 
on instructions from President Reagan to 
speed up negotiations. 

Peace hopes 
good, Hussein 
tells Egypt 

CAIRO, Jan. 18 (AP) — President Hosni 
Mubarak has received an optimistic message 
from Jordan's King Hussein on his recent 
talks with President Reagan and Palestinian 
leaders on prospects for Middle East peace 
negotiations, diplomatic sources said Tues- 
day. 

They said Hussein indicated he received 
assurances in Washington talks with Reagan 
a few weeks ago that the United States will 
take " a firm stand” against Israel 1 s continued 
construction of settlements in the occupied 
Jordan West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Hussein also told Mubarak that Yasser 
Arafat, chairman of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, agreed in recent talks with the 
monarch in Amman that Palestinian rep- 
resentatives be included in a Jordanian 
delegation that would participate in 
broadened peace negotiations with Israel.

RIYADH. Jan. 18 — The president of 
Iraq Saddam Hussein arrived here Tues- 
day evening for talks with King Fahd and 
other Saudi Arabian leaders. He was 
received by the King at the airport. 

Saddam left Baghdad in the company of 
Crown Prince Abdullah who had been vis- 
iting Iraq and Syria the last few days in an 
attempt to bring about an improvement in 
relations between the two countries. 

Their ties have been severely strained 
since the outbreak of the war between 
Iraq and Iran more than two years ago. 
Syria has been openly supporting Iran and 
has gone to the extent of closing down the 
pipeline that used to carry’ Iraqi oil exports 
to the Mediterranean terminals. 

The action gravely curtailed Iraqi oil 
exports and earnings and further 
aggravated relations between the two 
neighboring states. 

Algeria has. meanwhile, stepped up its 
mediation to bring about an end to the 
fighting as a prelude to tbe start of talks 
between Iraq and Iran about a possible 
^settlement. J 

Kabul troops 
defect en bloc 

ISLAMABAD. Jan. 1 8 (AP) — Hundreds 
of Afghan troops defected en masse last week 
from the garrison town of Khost after killing 
several Soviet advisers and Afghan officers. 
Western diplomatic sources here said Tues- 
day. 

The sources said Soviet authorities in 
Kabul, the capital, immediately dispatched 
helicopter gunships to track down the defec- 
tors and prevent them from joining Mujahe- 
deen positioned in hills surrounding the 
town. ■ 

The rebellion, which, if true. wnuJd be the 
largest of its kind in over three years of war. 
follows another.ijpririnc over the new year at 
Nader Sbah-Kot. one of a dozen Afghan 
militia outposts ringing KhosL 
In that incident the Afghan soldiers killed 
30 of their own officers before retreating with 
their weapons to the hills where 500 Muslim 
fighters of the fundamentalist Yunis Khalis 
group are based. 

Khost 30 miles (48 kins) west of the Pakis- 
tan border in scenic Paktia province (state), is 
a garrison town for 1 .000 Afghan troopers 
and 100 Soviet advisers and their depen- 
dants. 

The town has been harassed for the past 
year by Mujahedeen who believe its capture 
is the key to gaining control of the entire 
province. 

Ershad gets son 
after 26 years 

DHAKA. Jan. 18 (AFP) — Begum 
Ershad. wife of Bangladesh military ruler Lt. 
Gen. Hussain Muhammad Ershad. has given 
birth to her first child, a son. the official BSS 
news agency reported Tuesday. 

The couple have been married for 26 years. 
Mother and child are both doing well, the 
agency said. Gen. Ershad only announced 

on Friday that he expected to be a father 
soon.

Herpes vaccine developed 

CHICAGO, Jan. 18 (R) — Medical researchers using genetic engineering have developed a 
vaccine that may halt the spread of the incurable physically transmitted disease herpes. 

Virtually unknown outside medical circles until recently, herpes has become a national 
preoccupation in America, and leading to an upsurge in private research. An estimated 20 
million Americans suffer from herpes and new cases are believed to be occurring at an 
astounding rate of half a million a year. 

Bernard Roizman, a professor of microbfology at the University of Chicago who has been 
studying tbe disease for the last 20 years, thinks ne may have found a possible answer. A new 
herpes vaccine be developed contains a live laboratory virus which stimulates the body's 
system to fight against the natural virus. 

A laboratory virus, which Roizman says has proved effective on monkeys, is constructed out 
of genetically engineered chromosomes. 

Later this year Roizman will test his single-injection vaccine on a group of French and 
American couples in which the partner suffers the disease. According to tbe information 
released by the University of Chicago, Roizman believes his vaccine will last longer than the 
other used to combat viruses. 

If it proves successful, he said, the vaccine may be available to the public in three to five 
years, and perhaps be routinely administered to high school students before they become 
sexually active. . 

Roizman is by no means the only researcher looking for a vaccine against herpes. The 
Seattle Herpes Research Clinic has said It hopes to begin testing the vaccine on volunteers this 
year. 

Molecular Genetics Inc. and American Cyan amid are jointly working on a vaccine. Several 
other drug companies and private researchers are also actively involved in herpes research. 
But tbe studies and announcements on research in the field suggest that the disease may some 
day be prevented, but not one of them has even speculated on a cure for t hose already afflicted. 

“The whole issue on a cure may exceed the baric purview of vaccine at this time " said 
Samuel Knox of tbe American Social Association. Know, program director of the association’s 
Herpes Resource Center in California, told Reuters that no one really knows for sure how 
many people are suffering from the disease. 

. Herpes issaid to be of two types —one causes sores of tbe lips and the other on the genitals. 
But due to oral contact and continued spread of the disease, the boundaries between the two 
have become blurred. 

Knox said tbe 20 million herpes victims figure published by the U.S. Center for Disease 
Control is probably the “best .guess that can be made at present.” He t h i nk s the enormous 
media attention recently given to herpes has blown the problem out of proportion. But he also 
believes publicity has helped, especially in alerting women to the dangers of having herpes in 
pregnancy — a problem which leads to the deaths of an estimated 3,000 babies m the U.S. each 
year. . 

In some victims herpes appears only sporadically, in others as regularly as once a month, 
during which time tbe virus can be t ransmitted by phy sical contact. But while the research goes 
on America 1 s moral preachers and entrepreneurs are taking advantage of the situation. 


BONN. Jan. 1 8 (AFP) — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko threatened West 
Germany and NATO with the deployment of 
new Soviet Euro -strategic missiles if the 
Soviet- American Euromissile talks in 
Geneva fail. 

At a dinner given here in his honor Mon- 
day night by West German Foreign Minister 
Hans- Dietrich Genscher. Gromyko said: 
"The balance between the United States and 
the Soviet Union will anyway by guaranteed 
but at a higher level than at present." 

"The realization of NATO's rearmament ' 
program deploying 572 Euromissiles in five 
West European countries at the end of 1 983. 
constitutes a long-standing nuclear confron- 
tation for the entire world with all its resulting 
consequences." he charged. 

Moscow could not ignore the fact that West 
Germany was the only European country due 
to have’ Pershing 2 missiles, which within 
minutes could strike strategic targets deep 
inside the Soviet Union, be continued. 

-We say openly that this is not what we 
want We would prefer an accord on the 
reduction of the level of military confronta- 
tion and the further it goes the better,’' be 
added. 

“That is why we are doing everything to 
reach an agreement on the reduction of nuc- 
lear arms as well as strategic weapons." he 
concluded. 

Speaking after a meeting with Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl Tuesday. Gromyko said no 
progress has been made at the Geneva-based 
negotiations between the Soviet Union and 
the United States to limit the number of nuc- 
lear missiles in Europe. 


Gromyko, who said the heads of tbe two 
delegations had even taken walks in the 
mountains to break the deadlock, accused the 
United States and the administration of Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan for tbe impasse. 

He unequivocally rejected the so-called 
“zero option" on nuclear weapons in Europe 
that has been proposed by the United States. 

“If the zero option were applied.” 
Gromyko told a news conference here, “the 
Atlantic alliance would have twice as many 
missiles and three times as many atomic 
warheads (as the Soviet Union). This idea is 
not serious." 

Soviet stand 
angers U.S. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AFP) - 
The U.S. government accused the Krem- 
lin of trying to maintain " a massive advan- 
tage”' at the nuclear arms reduction talks 
in Geneva. 

The White House and State Depart- 
ment released identical statements saying: 

” In Ambassador Nitze' s informal explora- 
tion (of compromise possibilities) the 
Soviet government proved itself unwilling 
to accept any outcome other than one that 
would preserve its massive advantage. 

“Our position is that the entire inter- 
mediate range nuclear theater missiles 
(Euro-missiles) should be eliminated on 
both sides." (This is the so-called “zero 
option!’ ) . 


Panel exonerates Thatcher 


LONDON. Jan. I8(R)— The British gov- 
ernment could not have prevented or fore- 
seen last year's Argentine seizure of the Falk- 
land Islands, an official inquiry into the war's 
origins found Tuesday. 

The report of the six-month-long inquiry 
into last year’s conflict concluded that it 
would not he justified in blaming or 
criticizing the government for Argentina’s 
decision to take military action. 

The findings of the commission were given 
to parliament by Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher T uesday simultaneously with publi- 
cation of the report. 

The inquiry was set up to establish how 
Britain came to be caught off guard when 
Argentine forces landed on the South Atlan- 
tic Islands April 2 in what then Foreign Sec- 
retary Lord Carrington called “a great 
national humiliation." 

In particular the commission probed 
whether the government ignored signs of 
Argentine intentions to seize tbe islands and 
signaled to Argentina that it would not react 
to a military seizure. 


A British task force sent by Mrs. Thatcher 
recaptured the islands, a British colony since 
1833. in June. 

The report of the Franks Commission said 
the commission concluded 'it "would not be 
justified in attaching any criticism or blame to 
the present government for the Argentine 
junta's decision to commit its act of unpro- 
voked aggression in the invasion of the Falk- 
land Islands on 2 April 1 982." The House of 
Commons gave Mrs. Thatcher a noisy recep- 
tion when she presented the report. 

The report said the commission was "satis- 
fied that the government did not have war- 
ning of the decision to invade. The evidence 
of the timing of the decision taken by the 
junta, shows that the government not only 
did not. but could not have had earlier war- 
ning." 

The invasion could not have been foreseen. 
"No intelligence about the invasion was 
received from American sources, before it 
took place, by satellite or otherwise.” the 
report said.

RIYADH, Jan. 18 (SPA) — The impor- 
tance of international contacts undertaken by 
the seven- man committee set up by the Arab ' 
summit was affirmed by King Fahd during the 
Monday night meeting of the Council of 
Ministers here. According to acting Informa- 
tion Minister Hussein Mansouri, the Iriog 
emphasized the need to keep the momentum 
going since the Arab peace plan has received 
a positive reaction from all over the world. 

During the meeting the king explained to 
the council the outcome of the two-day visit 
by King Hussein of Jordan, which ended 
Monday and the current movements in the 
Arab world. The king emphasized the need to 
unify the Arab stand and note the time factor 
in order to overcome Zionist plans to expand 
at the expense of Arab land and Palestinian 
rights. 

King Fahd added that in its efforts to 
uphold the Arab cause, the Kingdom is wil- 
ling to bypass side differences and help 


improve and promote inter- Arab relations to 
enable it to face up to Zionist conspiracies. 

The king affirmed the Kingdom's standing 
commitment to obtain the Palestinians 
rights, restoration usurped Arab land, par- 
ticularly Jerusalem. Moreover, the king 
expressed his hope that Lebanon succeeds in 
its efforts to restore stability and security to 
its land. 

The council then listened to a report from 
Finance and National Economy Minister 
Muhammad Aba AI-Khail on the proposed 
economic and technical agreement due to be 
signed between the Kingdom and India.

JEDDAH. Jan. 1 8 — In order to meet the 
growing needs of Saudi Arabian employers 
and Filipino workers, a labor center has been 
created to strengthen further the labor office 
at the embassy- according to Philippine 
Embassy Labor Attache Reynaldo B. Parun- 
gao. 

The center is now in its initial stage of 
organization and is expected to be frilly oper- 
ational within a month. It is being created 
underexecutive order 787-to undertake, con- 
solidate and enhance labor, employment and 
welfare services of the Ministry of Labor and 
Employment in the area. Parungao said. 

He told Arab News, the center's objective is 
to systematize and rationalize the administra- 
tive. management and supervision of over- 
seas employment and construction contracts 
for the Philippine -based companies. 

He said it has been noted that the common 
problems encountered by employers in man- 
power requisition are delay and lack of basic 
information on procedures to undertake, 
making them easy prey to manpower 
brokers, agents, subagents and fixers, "thus 
exposing them not only to useless expenses 
paid for commissions but also to receiving 
poor duality workers." 

On the other band, money is often 
squeezed from workers just to obtain a 
chance to work overseas. Many times, the 
criteria for selection of workers is no longer 
the skills of individual applicants but who can 
pay the price, he added. 

■* Conscious of the adverse effects of these 
unabated malpractices of unscrupulous mid- 
dlemen. which should now be controlled if 
not totaly eliminated, the Philippine govern- 
ment has envisioned the setting up of the 
labor center." Parungao said. 

He said, the center has the responsibility of 
facilitating the deployment of workers with 
the least expense and inconvenience to emp- 
loyers. It will also ensure that employers are 
dealing only with duly licensed and legitimate 
recruitment companies in Manila. It will also 
assist employers in the preparation of the 
required documents for their manpower 
needs, including dessimination of relevant 
information on the reciuirements of both 
governments. 

"Aware of the complaints from employers 
regarding behavior of some workers, which 
has stained the image of the great majority of 
Filipino workers, the government has now 
adopted strict measures to ensure that only 
the right people arc allowed to work abroad." 
Parungao said. 

Besides the regular clearance issued by the 
National Bureau of Investigation, whieh con- 
ducts a rigid examination of the g«x»d moral 
character of a person from birth, the addi- 
tional clearances now must come from the 
municipal or city mayor where the applicant

Saudi producers, Aramco debate work ties

DAMMAM. Jan. 18 — Aramco officials 
and leading Saudi Arabian and foreign con- 
sultants engaged in the Kingdom patiently 
hear the greviances of industrialists here as 
the three-day seminar on "Promotion of 
Saudi Manufactured Products" entered its 
second day here. 

The seminar, organized by the Eastern 
Province Chamber of Commerce and Indus- 
try with the cooperation of Aramco’s Local 
Industrial Development Department 
(LIDD). aims ■ to promote understanding 
between the oil company’s purchasing 
departments and Saudi Arabian industries. 

About 300 delegates attending the seminar 
Tuesday formed into four separate groups to 
have a close look at Saudi Arabian products 
and thread bare technical discussion in the 
conference rooms of Dammam Oberoi. Par- 
ticipants were scheduled to formulate their 
recommendations for future relationships 
between the national industry and Aramco 
by Wednesday afternoon. 

The chamber’s effort to convince 
Aramco's project consultants and designers 
abroad to give preference to Saudi Arabian 
products began m mid- 1 98 1 when a chamber 


team comprising eight local manufacturers 
visited Aramco's consultants in Hague. 
Netherlands. The idea was "to explain to 
them in a technical and professional way the 
level of industrialization thaj Saudi Arabia 
has reached and the quality of its products”, 
according to Khalid A. Al-Zamil. the cham- 
ber's first deputy president at the inaugural 
session Monday. 

**The Hague visit." he added, “was fol- 
lowed by another to Houston. The two visits 
resulted in the establishment of resolutions 
and recommendations to Aramco top man- 
agement to be adopted and implemented in 
their procurement system.” 

Emphasizing the efforts made by the 
chamber in this direction Zamil said that the 
number of Saudi Arabian manufacturers 
approved by Aramco had risen to over 250 
from a meager 30 in mid- 1981. He said he 
hoped that the current seminar would try to 
establish a system whereby a great deal of 
future Aramco construction and develop- 
ment projects will heavily depend on locally 
manufactured products. 

“The current seminar with Aramco. Zamil 
said, “was the first of the many seminars to 
follow with government agencies to achieve 
our objectives in promoting locally manufac- 
tured products.” He also appealed to local 


and foreign consultants to specify local pro- 
ducts in their design and in line with the reg- 
ulations of the Saudi Arabian Standards 
Organization (SASO). Zamil assured that 
the chamber would assist the consultants in 
supplying data concerning local factories and 
available products. 


KUWAIT, Jan. 18 (SPA) — The adminis- 
trative committee of the Arab program for 
the U.N. Development Organization 
(AGFUND) has concluded a meeting held 
under the chairmanship of Prince Talal ibn 
Abdul- Aziz, honorary assftaot secretary- 
general of UNICEF.

The symposium concentrated on female 
problems and on the problem of male infertil- 
ity which, according to Dr. Meshari consti- 
tutes about a quarter of the infertility prob- 
lem in this country.

UNITED NATIONS, Jan. 18 (AP) - 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
said Monday he is convinced that the 
administration of U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan is “sincere” about wanting to negoti- 
ate with the Soviet Union on arms reductions. 

The secretary-general said that, after his 
meeting in Washington last Friday with Pres- 
ident Reagan and other administration offi- 
cials, he saw some encouraging signs that 
both the Americans and Soviets favor reach- 
ing accommodation. “The atmosphere is 
improving,” he said in an informal chat with 
reporters after taping a U.N.-TV question- 
ed- answer program “World Chronicle ” 

He said he might be making a return visit to 
the Soviet Union, having last been there for 
the funeral of President Leonid Brezhnev in 
November. At the time, be met briefly with 
the new Soviet Communist Party chief Yuri 
V. Andropov but had no substantive discus- 
sion. The secretary-general said he did not 
take very seriously a report that a Pentagon 
“blueprint” for rearming the United States 
speaks of the need for preparing to wage an 


extended nuclear war. “ I regard this as prep- 
arations for a fire which may not take place, 
he remarked. 

On the program, Cuellar said that a high 
priority now must be given to creating a 
favorable climate for East- West arms negoti- 
ations. “ I think that now we are creating an 
atmosphere which will be condusive to seri- 
ous discuss ions on disarm anent,” he said tn 
response to aquestion from a Soviet reporter. 

He said recent Soviet disarmament prop- 
osals are “important and deserve very serious 
consideration.” He was referring to 
Andropov’s recent offer for reducing 
medium-range missiles in Europe. " At the 
same time,” Cuellar added, ”1 had a very 
clear impression .... after my visit to Washing- 
ton and my discussions with many European 
ambassadors ... that they are aD considering 
seriously the Soviet proposals."

Moro murder trial goes to jury 


ROME, Jan. 18 (AP) — The trial of the 
Red Brigades accused of the 1978 killing of 
former Premier Aide Moro went to the jury 
Monday after nine months of testimony. 

The defendants, held in large cages in the 
courtroom, clapped and cheered and shouted 
“Red, Red. Red Brigades” after their com- 
rades read statements to the court. Under 
Italian law. defendants are permitted to 
speak on their own behalf at the close of a 
trial. The juiy of 12 men and women was 
expected to take a week to return verdicts 
against the 63 men and women standing trial. 
Twenty-three are charged with kidnapping 


and murdering Moro, abducted in Rome on 
March 16, 1973, and killing his five body- 
guards. Moro was found dead 55 days later. 

The test are charged with committing 17 
murders, 22 attempted murders, and four 
kidnappings between 1976 and March 1980.

FAHD’S ADMONITION __ 

King Fahd has rightly and justly pointed out the wasteful 
nature of street decorations, triumphal arches and costly but 
useless signs of welcome and appreciation even those erected 
in his honor. ' 

In an address to the nation devoted to this ostentatious 
habit, he decried the inclination to show off and advised those 
who contemplate such projects to spend the money on some- 
thing more useful like charities. 

There are, he said, needy and deserving people here and 
abroad who could do with some help and the government has 
created or encouraged the formation of scores of social wel- 
fare societies to receive donations and channel them to where 
they are most needed. 

"We should harness our resources for the spiritual and 
worldly benefits, and it is my fervent hope that people will 
shun needless manifestations of wealth in the future," he said. 

These manifestations take strange and colossal proportions 
in other habits like marriage and festivals of every kind. Some 
wedding parties cost hundreds of thousands of riyals in hotel 
fees, food and flowers for just one evening. 

A wedding dinner may cost SR25 0,000 and by the time the 
bride arrives it is already early morning and there is very little 
appetite to partake of the rich viands put out by the hotel. The 
bill for flowers and roses, imported from Europe, may be as 
much as SR25.000. Early next morning they are collected and 
dumped into the garbage heap of the hotel basement waiting 
to be incinerated. 

King Fahcfs admonition implies all sorts of wasteful living 
and unnecessary expenses which could be considerably more 
useful if invested in the well-being of others who need aid 
more urgently than the flower vendors and importers who 
' specialize in preparing bouquets at SRI ,000 each-for hospital- 
visits. By 6 p.m. the nurses duly arrive to remove them from 
the patients" side because they produce too much carbon 
^dioxide. The larger the bouquet the greater the harm. j

Rostow* s ouster a victory for American moderates

WASHINGTON — 

A Machiavellian in-fight for the heart, mind and 
attention of the president of the United States, the 
outcome of which may determine the thrust of 
East- West relations for the next decade, surfaced 
this week with the dismissal of Eugene Rostow as 
America’s arms control chief. 

At stake .is whether the U.S. baffled and out- 
boxed for the past two months by the fast-moving, 
ring-wise Yuri Andropov, can show enough flex- 
ibility for a compromise to be snatched with the 
Soviet Union on the mutual reduction of 
European-based nuclear missiles, on which rides 
much else, including probably the unity of the 
Western Alliance. 

Rostow. an intellectual hawk ideologically accep- 
table to Reaganites but cussed, independent and on 
the verge of 70. was an incidental victim, chopped 
because he remained loyal to a doomed subordinate 
and because he failed to suppress mounting confu- 
sion within the arms control bureaucracy. His 
removal clears the way for arras control moderates 
to move in for a partial, but crucial, victory, just as 


the diehard anti-Soviets seemed to have the game 
sewn up. 

Rostow’ s successor. Kenneth Adelman. aged 36 
— whose appointment must make the Kremlin 
greybeards shake their beads in wonder — wears his 
heart on the right side (he has been U.N. Ambas- 
sador Jcanc Kirkpatrick's deputy without giving 
that lady ideological offence), but the general direc- 
tion of arms control policy has been entrusted to 
that consumate pourer of oil on troubled waters. 
Gauge Shuliz. 

If anyone can both find a middle way and focus - 
Ronald Reagan's attention long enough to get pres- ! 
idential action, it is Shultz, whose lack of machismo 
Is more than compensated for by his quiet compe- 
tence. Reagan finds much comfort in 'leaving it to 
George’, who extricated United States from the 
Soviet pipelines imbroglio. 

Shultz took over the daily State Department 
briefing the morning after the Rostow sacking, 
oozing confidence in present policies and 
emphasizing their virtues, a maneuver that kidded 
no on. Before this week’s shuffle, the fear of those 
in Washington who wish for some form of arms pact 
was that Shultz, about to go to China and pre- 


occupied with the Middle East and the world debt 
crisis, might remain shutoutof the most crucial area 
of American foreign policy, particularly since he 
lacks a track record in the policies of East- West 
confrontation. - 

There is a dearth of Soviet specialists at the top of 
this administration- and Shultz’s most know- 
ledgeable arms control lieutenant. Ride Burt a high 
flyer in his mid-30s. has been politically emas- 
culated by conservative senators, led -by Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina, who have blocked his 
confirmation as assistant secretary for European 
affairs for nearly a year. 

With Shultz so far inattentive and underbriefed 
on arms control, and no one in the -White House 
with the weight or knowledge seriously to get in on 
the action, the pace was being set by senior Pen- 
tagon officials, such as Richard Pcrle. Their efforts 
(thus far successful) have been to keep Reagan 
away from serious exposure to the issues in the 
confidence that his gut anti-communism will always 
incline him to dismiss Soviet overtures as prop- 
aganda and in the expectation of his full-hearted 
support for any multi-billion dollar project the Pen- 
tagon declares essential for American security. 


French local elections crucial for Mitterrand 


The current chaos and confu- 
sion in the international oil market 
is the outcome of the negative 
attitude of some members of the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countires (OPECJ 
which have failed to honor their 
assigned output quotas and oil 
prices, Al - Jadrah said Tuesday. 

Referring to an emergency 
OPEC meeting due to be held in 
Geneva next Sunday, the paper 
said the "only beneficiary from 
rifts among OPEC member states 
wfll be reorganization's. enemies 
who consider a strong and unified 
OPEC a threat and a big_obstacle 
to realize their ambitions." 

Al -Blind praised Saudi Arabia' s 
diplomatic moves in support of 
Arab causes and said the King- 
dom's contacts with Arab and 
European states would lead to 
initiating joint Arab action to 
ensure political and economic sta- 
bility in the Arab region. It refer- 
red to the Saudi- Arab dialogue in 
general and the Saudi-European 
one in particular, saying this rep- 
resented a solid foundation for 
Arab strength and develop the 
Arab joint action to enhance Arab 
nation's resources and potentials. 

It added that despite all chal- 
lenges, the Kingdom had given the 
Arab nation the proper strength to 
realize its goals and recover 
legitimate Arab rights and 


usurped Arab lands. 

Commenting on King Fahcfs 
talks with Jordanian King Hus- 
sein, the paper said they were 
aimed at realizing Arab unity 
under the umbrella of Mamie and 
Arab solidarity to achieve the 
Islamic nation’s goals. 

Al -Riyadh called on the Arab 
states to respond positively to cur- 
rent diplomatic efforts aimed at 
unifying Arab ranks and making 
use of the time element which it 
said was in favor of the Zionist 
. enemy. The paper said the present 
two-way Arab diplomatic efforts 
were “ aimed at creating a unified 
Arab stand to initiate understand- 
ing and also go to war if the need 
arises.” 

Al -MatBnah said the Fahd- 
Hussein meeting was “very suc- 
cessful” and a step toward achiev- 
ing Arab unity and solidarity. The 
paper added that the Kingdom has 
spared do efforts to achieve Arab 
unity to ” prevent the enemy from 
exploiting inter-Arab rifts 
weakening the Arab stand at 
international levels." 

The paper said the Kingdom’s 
diplomatic contacts both at reg- 
ional and international levels 
could lead to unifying the Arab 
stand, putting an end to Zionist 
intransigence and recovering Arab 
dignity as well as usurped Arab . 
rights and lands. (SPA)

France's opposition leaders have embarked on 
intense campaigns for local elections that they say 
will show a majority of Frenchmen already had 
enough of Socialists. 

Over the past week. Paris Mayor Jacques Chirac, 
leader of the Gaulist opposition, and former Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard cTEstaing, who heads the cen- 
trist UDF grouping, have thrown their weight into 
the battle for France's 34,4 14 town halls with all the 
energy of a general election. 

The national stakes in the March 6 vote are low 
because the country is not due to face a parliamen- 
tary poll until 1986 buL as the only major vote untU 

then, its outcome will shape the French' political ~~ 
landscape for years. The next presidential election 
is scheduled for 1988. For the two main opposition 
groupings, ousted from 23 years of power by the 
Socialists in 1981. the election presents the country 
with a chance to reject the policies of President 
Francois Mitterrand and his administration. 

Opinion polls and party experts are predicting 
heavy losses for the left wing compared with the 
results of the last municipal elections in 1977. 
mainly as a demonstration of discontent over the 
government’s economic record. After a year of 
Socialist- inspired expansionary policies, the gov- 
ernment embarked Iasi J une on a strategy of auste r- 


ity, calling for national effort and sacrifice to curb 
inflation. 

The economy is the central target for Giscard 
cTEstaing and Chirac, as well as for former Prime 
Minister Razmond Bane. According to all three, 
the Mitterrand administration has demonstrated 
incompetence, and disrupted economy. 

According to some, the government trad man- 
aged to “cast doubt on the credibility of its 
economic policy with magnificent lack of concern.'' 

Le Matin said the government had thrown away 
an opportunity lo play up contradictions in the 
campaign speeches of Giscard cf Estaing and former

While the UDF and the GauDist RPR have main- 
tained a fairly united front for the municipal elec- 
tions, the Socialists and Communist alliance has 
come under strain. They agreed to run joint lists of 
candidates after three months of wrangling over 
whose candidates should head the ticket in a series 
of key cities, a task made more complicated by a 
new system of proportional representation. 


Political commentators say the election results 
could prove decisive for the future of the alliance, 
forged when President Mitterrand brought the 
Communists into government- Partial regional elec- 
tions last year, opinion polls and a national trade 
union vote have all pointed to a continuing deefihe 
m public support for the Communists and tbeir 
leader Georges Maicha is, heavily defeated in the 
1981 elections. 

The electoral weakness of the once-powerful 
party has led it to go along with foreign and domes- 
tic initiatives that conflict . with its orthodox Marx- 
ist and pro- Moscow "stance. But the press has 
reported growing unrest from party militants who 
feel the link with the government it ultimately Brio- 

Mitterrand is reported to be contemplating a 
break with the Communists that would free him to 
consolidate a shift by his administration toward the 
center of politics, highlighted since September by 
the accent on measures to boost a business revival. 
Newspapers have been speculating on plans Mitter- 
rand is said to have made for a more centrist gov- 
ernment that would include figures from outside the 
Socialist Party.

the country has received more than 8.000 
applications from young people wanting to 
learn Wushu from the masters.

A vegetarian diet also went 
into creating a perfect fighting machine in the 
years before modern warfare made hand- 
to-hand combat redundant. 

The interest kindled by the film. Shuotin 
temple* in toe martial arts is reflected in tele- 
vision programing and in articles published in 
magazines and newspapers.

After hours of clawing and scraping, Ray 
and two of the older boys, Mike Marshall, 
then 14, and Robert Gonzales, then 1 l.eased 
the plywood trap aside and gradually wide- 
ned the opening, allowing them and the 
others to escape. 

Within days, three young men of prosper- 
ous families were arrested. Fred Woods, then 
24. James Schoenfeld, also 24, and his 
brother, Richard Schoenfeld, 22, were con- 
victed and sentenced to life imprisonment. In 
the case of the older two, the sentences car- 
ried the stipulation that they never could be 
paroled. However, in the last few years, fre- 
quent legal maneuvers have been directed at 
obtaining paroles for all three. 

The likelihood that any one or all three 
ever will be free again is today an almost 
constant source of unease to almost every one 
of the young victims and their families. 

At the time of the kidnapping, the children 
ranged in age from 5 to L4. Today, a few are 
young adults. Mike Marshall, a hero of the 
escape, is 20 and a rodeo performer. Four 
girls are married. One has a baby. About half 
have moved away. Some are still in school m 
Chowchilla. Some are adamant in their 
refusal to talk today about what occurred to 
them. 

Those who did talk indicate that most have 
emerged as normally adjusted human beings. 
But almost to an individual, each experienced 
some trauma. Bad dreams. Subsequent 
fright. Withdrawal It is almost as if the chil- 
dren and their families came way from t be 
July 1976, ordeal in three layers: 

— Those who mended and forgot quite 
quickly. This seems particularly true of the 
younger children, if not their parents. 

— Those who remained in the grip of fear 
for a year or so before losing their emotional 
disturbance. 

— Those, like the Park children and their 
parents, who remain troubled and fearful. 

What follows is the personal assessment of 
some of the victims and some of their parents 
of their present state of their being: 

Sheryl Hinesley was 7. Now almost 14* , 
she attends a parochial school in Madera, 15 
miles from Chowchilla. Her family has writ- 
ten parole board officials protesting the pos- 
sibility of parole for Woods or the Schoen- 
feld brothers. What would he tell board 
members? ‘Stay at the house at night and 
listen to her (Sheryl) screaming," said Hines- 
ley, her fatter. 

Jody Matheny was 11 at the time of the 
crime. Today be is a 17-year-old high school 
junior, a brown-haired youth of medium 
build. He is a drummer in the Chowchilla 
high school band. After his graduation next 
year, he wants to attend California State Uni- 
• versity. Long Beach. 

He said that immediately after the kidnap- 
ping he “was always afraid of things. Like 
. waJJjfog down the street or something. It was 
,..lVSt, walking home and walking out a.t night." 
He. worried that his" captors might ‘try it all 
over again." 

“But not anymore." he said. Now he thinks 
back “only when someone mentions it." 

Lisa Ardery is 1 6 and her sister Monica is 
1 2. In the summer of 1 976. they were 9 and 5. 
“1 have dreams sometimes. The whole thing 
over and over again.” said Lisa. She gestured 
as if she were re-running a movie. 

Is she frightened when that happens? 

“Sometimes after my dreams I am. 
Because it’s dark in toe bedroom and 
everything. It's dark in there. 


Monica said she never consciously thinks 
back on the kidnapping but she said she. too. 
occasionally dreams about it and when she 
does, she wakes i.»sa and they talk about it. 
Lisa said she docs toe same with Monica. 

Laura Yazzie was 5 during the kidnapping, 
one of toe two youngest victims. She is now 
1 2. Laura dreams of the strange episode. She 
dreamed frequently when it first happened 
but less often now. her mother said. 

Laura, chubby and effervescent and toe 
daughter of full-blooded Indians, interrupted 
her mother with a titter. “I had a dream about 
a Dracula chasing me. And his little dog bit 
me. And I died.” 

A neighbor and close friend of the Yazzie 
family who was listening to the conversation 
chimed in: “She wouldn't sleep in her own 
bed for a long time. She used to come over to 
my house and sleep on the couch.” 

How long did that continue, her not wan- 
ting to sleep in her own bed? The mother was 
asked. 

It' s still going on.” 

Irene and Rob Riemer were celebrating 
their “anniversary.” A glowing Irene, who 
will be I y this month, said, “we've been mar- 
ried exactly one month.” Her youngest sister. 
Stella Carrejo. 1 2. was visiting the Riemers in 
their clean, tastefully furnished bungalow. 
Both sisters are astonishingly pretty, dark- 
haired and slight. 

The girls are members of a large Chow- 
chilla family, seven sisters and three brothers. 
Four of the Carreio sisters were taken by toe 
kidnappers. Both Irene and Stella insist they 
came away from the experience almost 
totally untroubled. Irene said. “I was fine. It 
didn't bother me at all. The only thing that 
bothers me and still does is I don't (ike to be 
alone. And I like to sleep with toe light on.” 
Irene is one of the few victims who said she 
would not be concerned if her abductors 
obtained freedom. 

On the other side of Chowchilla. a dusty 
little San Joaquin Valley farm town of 4.000. 
Linda Carrejo. now 16 and a high school 
cheerleader and clarinetist, interrupted a 
book report she was preparing and invited a 
reporter into her mother's little house. Her 
mother was not at home but wouldn't talk 
even if she were, said Linda. “I take it as just 
an incident in my life.” she said. 

Her name is Daria Sue House now. she is 
16 and she has an infant son. Like some 
others, darkness, the kind they experienced 
in toe buried trailer-truck, disturbed Darla 
Sue after toe abduction. And still does. 

The young heroes of the children's escape 
were the two largest boys. Mike Marshall and 
Robert Gonzales. 1 4 and II at the time. 
Acting upon the directions of Kd Ray. with 
whom the kidnappers had left a flashlight, 
they kicked and punched for hours at the 
weighted plywtxxi cover over their heads 
until, it broke. That allowed. Robert, the 
smaller of the two. to squeeze through a 
minute opening in the trap and. eventually, 
budge the heavy weights resting on it which, 
in turn, permitted the layer of dirt to collapse 
onto the bed of the track-trailer. Mike and 
Robert then heaved the either children 
through the small opening as the bus driver 
handed them up to them. 

Robert Gozalcs is 1 7 now and a high schixil 
junior. He is only 5 feet. 6 inches tall, but 
husky. His musculature is that of a mature 
man. “It seems just like a dream. You dream 
something and you forget it after a while.” he 


British bomb tests leave 
Australia in a quandary

MELBOURNE (LOS) — The Australian 
government, feeing legal challenges for mil- 
lions of dollars for victims of atomic tests in 
the 1 950s. is being pressed to ask Britain for 
compensation. 

The Australian Nuclear Veteran’s Associa- 
tion says the government feces hundreds of 
claims similar to that of a Melbourne widow. 
Peggy Jones, who has a common law suit 
against the government. 

Mrs. Jones’ soldier husband died from 
leukaemia in 1966. 'He had haridled'art 
atomic tank at the South Australian site of 
Maralinga. w'here six bombs were exploded 
in 12 months from October 1956. Solicitors 
acting for Mis. Jones, a mother of five, are 
seeking a $250,000 out-of-court sett lement. 

THe Jones case is regarded as a legal test for

alleged victims of toe tests. 

The national director of the Australian 
Nuclear Veteran's Association. Harold 
Crosbie. said in Brisbane that it was unfair for 
Australian taxpayers to pay compensation 
for the effects of British tests. “We provided 
the venue, where Britain did not have to play 
with its deadly toys. Surely we should not 
have to pay now.” he said. 

Crosbie claimed that in 198/ toe British 
government had refused to give the 
Australian Defense Department infonaatioq 
■ v ' about the tesriiritil it had received aninde- 
mnity from damages. Senator Carrick said 
that he had no knowledge of an indemnity 
request. “The only difficulties have been 
tracing 20-year-old army records.” he said. 

Nine officers of the Federal Department of 
Health have been attempting to trace 
thousands of Australians who were involved 
’ in the tests at Monte Bello. Emu and 
Maralinga. More than 9.000 questionnaires 
have been sent to people who were present or 
their widows. 

A book published here last year. 
MaraUnga: British A -Bomb, Austratian Leg - 
acy, claimed that more than 1 1 0 people who 
were at the tests bad died from cancer-related 
' illnesses. 

Senator Carrick said: “We are attempting 
to get a clear picture of toe health hazards, if 
any. We are encouraging people to come 
forward if they believe they have a claim.” 

His association, be said, was aware of six 
alleged victims who have been approved for 
payment under foe Commonwealth Emp- 
loyees Compensation Act including Mrs. 
Jones who later took out the common law 
suit The maximum amount payable under 
toe a ct is $35,000. 

Senator Carrick said that under the act the 
onus of proof that an Alness was not caused by 
the tests was on the Commonwealth. “If 
there is a reasonable doubt it is given in fevor 
of the employee.” he said. 

Another damages case arising from 
Maralinga has been deferred in toe New 
' South Wales Supreme Court until May. 

RJ>. Johnstone. 48. of the Sydney suburb 
of Mosman. is claiming unspecified damages 
from toe Commonwealth, alleging neglig- 
ence in safety procedures during. the tests. He 
was a 22-year-old motor mechanic when toe 
RAAF posted him to Maralinga in February 
1956. 

After many years of fil-bealth. Johnstone 
now suffers from an anxiety neurosis 
associated with agoraphobia.

Surely the most important event in the 
domestic arena was the recent strike of 15 
housewives in Smhhfield. Rhode Island. 
The strikers halted housework and paraded 
with placards listing their complaints. 

The angry 15 said that they didn’t get 
enough love or enough respect from their, 
husbands. Some said that their mates not 
only didn't help around the house but actu- 
ally made messes. 

I refer to the strikers' as "no-nothings” 
(not to be confused with the Know- 
Nothings who became a political force 
briefly in the IK40s) because one wife said 
that until their demands were met “there'll 
he no meals, no laundry, no-nothing." 

The news stories didn't say whether it was 
'the no-nothing that brought the husbands 
around, but seven of the wives settled with 
their husbands within three days. Brenda 
Larkin said the change was startling: “ it was 
really strange seeing him doing things 
around the house. I just sat and watched." 

At the otter end of the spectrum are 
those few husbands who are so thoughtful 
as to make the rest of the male population 
look cheesy and inattentive.

land in my files involved two women who 
collected $250,000 each in malpractice 
suits against a New York City psychiatrist 
with the unlikely name of Dr. Lonnie F. 
Leonard: One of the plaintiffs said that she 
paid $45 an hour for therapy sessions — and 
then was charged $ 1 0 to view a videotape of 
each hourj 

Disgruntled women even began to put 
their plight in print. 

One wife in Troy, New York, took out a 
classified advertisement in the" Articles for 
Sale — Used” section: 

“HUSBAND — 52 years old, cannot 
remember birthdays, anniversaries, never 
opens doors, lights my cigarettes, holds my 
hand. Will sell for two cents. Wifl dicker.” 

So many offers poured in that both the 
husband and wife finally had to take the 
telephone off the hook for nine hours. One 
of those offers came from a woman who 
wanted to swap ter 91 -year-old husband. 
She said she would indude in the deal a 
wheelchair, cane, and hot water bottle. 
Another woman wanted a picture of the 
husband before she was willing to dicker. 

As in Rhode Island, the pressure was 
great enough to force a change. The hus- 
band took his wife out.” I lit her cigarettes,” 
he reported afterward, “opened doors, and 
helped her over snowbanks. Usually, I'd 
just let her fall in.” 

Another wife who turned to the classified 
section actually wanted her husband back. 
She took a three-inch adLa year ago at this 
time: “MISSING: One Husband. If found, 
return home to: Donna Bayliss and Family, 
12 Irwinn St.” 

But divorce statistics indicate that many 
women don’t want their kysbands back. . 



REST CAN BE OVERDONE 

By Peter J. Steincrohn M.D., F.A.C.P. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My teen-age son developed viral hepatitis. Onr problem is in keeping 
him quiet. We've been told that hepatitis patients need to stay in bed for at least a month. 
Our doctor is very strict. Our boy is on the football team in high school and he’s understand- 
ably restless. Be weighs 200 and is 6 , 2”. He clidms that staying in bed “is a waste.” My 
husband sides with him. My question is tins: Is it necessary for hepatitis patients to stay in 
bed so long? — Mrs. O. 

Dear Mrs. O- Prolonged bed rest has been the accepted form of treatment for various 
diseases for many years. Heart attack patients were kept m bed for months. Tuberculosis 
patients were in bed for years. Postoperative patients rested for weeks. In many conditions, 
patients became actual bed-prisoners. They were kept there against their will. 

During the past few decades, doctors have been less strict. Heart attack patients are out 
of bed as early as toe first few days or week. TB patients don' t require months or years of 
bed treatment. Even those who have had major surgery are allowed out of bed within days 
after surgery. 

I’ve been getting down to your own son’ s problems, Mrs. O. Viral hepatitis does require 
bed rest — but h, too, can be overdone. If lab tests indicate improvement, that the liver is 
healing nicely, patients may not require prolonged rest. If your son’s doctor still insists that 
he remain in bed much longer, ask for consultation. He may get a welcome reprieve.

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Banks switch lending 
to Western nations 
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Rifts cast shadow on Shultz’s visit to China 


BASLE. Jan. 18 (R) — International 
h anks , alarmed by debt repayment problems 
of Latin American countries, switched much 
of their lending to safer Western indus- 
trialized countries lam last summer, banking 
figures showed Tuesday. 

The quarterly international banking report 
of the Bank for International Settlements 
(BIS) said outstanding credits to non-ofl- 
exporting developing countries feD in the 
third quarter of 1 982 for the first time since 
early 1977. 

The figures illustrated the shock which hit 
the international banking system last August 
when Mexico ran into diffi culties in meeting 
repayments on its foreign debt of over $80 
billion. 

Loans out to non-oil -exporting Third 
World countries, which had expanded, 
strongly by 51 3 billion in the second quarter, 
fell by S800 million in the period between 
July and September. 

International lending to major Western 
industrialized nations meanwhile accelerated ' 
from 59 billion to 515 trillion, as the banks 
sought more creditworthy bcorowetsl' The / 
BIS said the banks' perception of credit risk ■ 
increased appreciably. 

The abrupt halt to new lending to/nop- 


ofl-Third World countries represented a rad- 
ical departure from die trend of die last 
decade. From die end of 1 973 to mid-1 982. 
these nations had accounted for about a quar- 
ter of the banks' international credit business. 

The BIS. which provides banking services 
for central banks, said new lending to Latin 
America slumped to 51 -2 billion in the third 
quarter from S7.7 billion in the preceding 
three months. 

Funds out on loan to Mexico dropped by 
Si. 8 billion, after a 56.4 billion increase in 
the second quarter, while credits outstanding 
to Argentina showed a smaller fall. Brazil was 
the exception in this area, receiving 52.8 bil- 
lion of new credits. Since then, that country 
too has run into severe debt repayment prob- 
lems. 

' The banks reduced their debt exposure to 
Eastern Europe, where Poland. Romania 
. add Hungary have' ail had trouble servicing 
their debt. In the- first nine months of 1 982 it 
was cut back by 54.2 billion whereas in the 
_ same period of 1981 these countries were 
able to borrow 54 billion of new funds.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (SP) — US. 
Secretary of Agriculture John R. Block has 
outlined U.S. efforts to help developing 
countries improve food production, in 
remarks before a meeting of the eighth minis- 
terial meeting of the World Food Council in 
Acapulco. Mexico. 

In addition to providing technical assis- 
tance to help developing countries attack 
their food problems effectively. Block pain- 
ted out that the United States has provided 
training for many foreign agricultural 
officials in America and in host countries. 
The United States has also trained other rep- 
resentatives of developing countries as 
“trainers” to teach their feflow citizens. 

The scientific and technical exchange and 
cooperative research activities conducted by 
the United States with a number of 
developing countries are designed. Block 
said, to promote programs to benefit all par- 
ticipants. 

Several U.S. task forces, proposed by Pres- 
ident Reagan, have already visited Peru and 
Thailand at the invitation of these countries 
to help analyze food production and agricul- 
tural problems and make recommendations 
on how they can be resolved or reduced. 
Advance task force teams have also visited 
Honduras and Liberia, and visits to several 
other countries are being considered. The 
agricultural task forces win also examine the 
potential for investment bv the private sector. 


PEKING. Jan. 1 8 (AP) —The impasse 
in Chinese-American textile talks is expected 
to aggravate the troubled agenda of United 
States Secretary of State George P. Shultz 
when he viats China early next month. 

American quotas for textiles and other 
Chinese products, defections of a prominent ' 
Chinese tennis star. U.S. refusal to sell more 
technology to Pairing's Communist govern- 
ment and friendlier China-Soviet relations 
are also certain to be discussed during 
Shultz's visit Feb. 2-6. 

Another simmering problem underlying 
basic Qrina-U.S. relations is Chinese anger 
over Washington's continuing arms sales to 
Taiwan, seat of the rival Nationalist govern- 
ment which Peking regards as a renegade 
province. 

The latest addition to Chinese-U.S. troub- 
les came last week when both sides failed to 
reach agreement in a fourth round of textile 
talks. China, a major exporter of textiles, 
accused the U.S. side of insincerity and 
blackmail. 

The United States decreed unilateral 
import restrictions on Chinese textiles in the 
absence of new agreement to replace tbe one 
that expired Dec. 31. The restrictions pre- 
serve tiw current level of Chinese exports but 
do not permit increases. The Qrinese side has 
vowed to retaliate in unspecified ways. 

"China might try to pressure Shultz on the 
textile issue, but I don't think it wifi work.” 
said Peter Murphy, tbe senior U.S. negotiator 
at the stalled talks.lt is unclear when the talks 
will resume. 

Shultz is expected to attempt to revive fal- 


tering China-U-S. political ■. relations, 
decribed by foreign diplomats as “in the dol- 
drums" and by some Chinese observers as 
“gone sour.” 

Less than three weeks before the Shultz 
visit. China said it would hold a. second round 
of consultations with. the Soviet Union in 
March on i mp ro vin g relations between the 
two Communist powers.. Those relations 
were close during the 1950s. but-grew bitter 
over differences mideology and territorial 
disputes. 

Economid issues figure heavily on Shultzs 
agenda. Chinese leaders see these problems 
as part of the overall politic^ relatioaship 
with Washington.

DUBAI. Jan. 1 8 (AP) — Canada's minis- 
ter of state for international trade was quoted 
here Monday as saying that his country would 
face “veiy serious problems" if the price of 
erode oO gpes down.

Just before his departure to Dubai, the 
second biggest in tbe seven-emirate UAE 
federation, announced that a joint committee 
had been set up to study the scope for invest- 
ments by local businessmen in Canada and 
take “follow-up action." 

Regan said be hoped OPEC would be able 


to “stabilize" ofl prices at a projected minis- 
terial conference in Geneva next Sunday. 
“We would like.to see soon what the outcome 
of OPECs consultations will be. and we 
would like to see it (the price) stable.” be 
said. 

“There was a serious problem in Canada 
when the price of oil shot up. and now. if it 
Mimes down suddenly, there will be more 
problems." he added without elaboration..

Strike halts Italy 9 s industries 


ROME, Jan. 1 8 (R) — Italy’ s major indus- 
' tries were paralyzed Tuesday when millions 
of workers staged an eight-hour general 
st rike to protest against government austerity 
measures and staked wage negotiations. 

-Hundreds of thousands of workers carry- 
ing banners proclaiming trade union unity 
marched through Italy’s major cities in a 
show of defiance. 

Companies in the industrial heartland of 
northern Italy reported a jbigjb level of strike 
participation. Many white’coQar workers also 
stayed away because of heavy picketing. 

A spokesman for Fiat, Italy's biggest car 
producer, said less than 35 percent of the 
work force clocked in at the company’s huge 
Mirafiori plant in Turin, which employs more 
than 70,000 people. 

In Milan, a Pirelli spokesman said the 
company's main tire plant was at a standstill 
with nearly all workers on strike. In the south, 
assembly lines at Alfa Romeo's car and 


aerospace plants outside Naples were com- 
pletely unmanned and a company spokesman 
said the entire workforce had set off to join a 
mass demonstration in tie city. 

Tbe center of Milan was the scene of the 
biggest demonstration, in which 2UO.OOO 
workers marched past the city’s Gothic 
Cathedral preceded by a brass band. 

In Rome, union leaders linked arms at the 
head of a procession but were asked by police 
to keep clear of the city center where 1 0 day s 
ago police clashed with workers outside 
Prime Minister Amiatore Fanfams office. 

Unionists estimated that over 1U0.U00 
workers attended the* Rome demonstration, 
while police put the number at only 25,000. 
The strike was called by Italy's three big trade 
union federations, the Communist- 
dominated CGIL, Catholic-inspired CISL 
and Socialist-led UIL, who asked transport, 
commerce and state office employees to join 
seven million industrial workers in the strike.

Accord eludes 
EEC on Spain 9 s 
‘olive oil lake 9 

BRUSSELS, Jan. 18 (R) — European 
Economic Community farm ministers tried 
and failed Tuesday to work out what to do 
with a threatened " olive ofl lake ” when 
Spain joins the community. 

West German Farm Minister Joseph Ertl 
said after Tuesday's talks there was still dead- 
lock on how to handle the alive oil dflemraa, 
which has seriously delayed Spain's negotia- 
tions to join tbe 10-nation community. The 
problem is also holding up Portugal's entry as 
several members insist Spain and Portugal 
join at the same time. 

Several community members have said 
they fear that selling off the surplus could cost 
up to S 1 billion a year if existing olive oil 
price support systems are not reformed. 

French Farm Minister Edith Cresson told 
reporters France insisted that the community 
impose a tax on all vegetable oils and fats to 
finance the surplus. 

Ertl and British Deputy Agriculture Minis- 
ter Alick Buchan an- Smith rejected the idea 
and the United States, with annual soyabean 
sales to the community of S 3.5 billion, has 
threatened retaliation against such a tax. 

The olive oil surplus upon Spain's entry 
could be as high as 200,000 tons, community 
officials estimate.

JEDDAH. Jan. 1 8 — The American cur- 
rency took the Tuesday European markets 
by storm and made significant gains espe- 
cially against tbe German mark and French 
franc. The British pound which bad seem- 
ingly stabilized and firmed Monday follow- 
ing the vigorous denounriations of the 
exchange markets by Mrs. Thatcher, fell 
back also under the dollar's Tuesday 
advances. 

The reason for the. dollar’s turnaround 
was a mixture of profit-taking sales for the 
other currencies as well as tbe belief that the 
U.S. Federal Reserve Board might not 
deride to cut back on its discount rate after 
all. This anticipation of at least a Vi percent 
discount rate cut by the “Fed” had pushed 
the dollar down by degrees on both tbe 
exchange and money markets over the past 
several months. 

The money markets are now retrenching 
and building up their dollar positions based 
on a revised expectation that U.S. interest 
rates might not fall as fast as had been 
expected. 

On Monday night, the Federal Reserve’s 
“Fed fund” prime lending rate had in, feet 
risen to 8 Mi percent from 8‘i percent Fri- 
day night New York closing levels. Tins 
surprise rise is “Fed fund” rates started the 
firming process for Eurodollar deposits on 
the money markets. 

In Europe on Tuesday the one-month 
Eurodollar rate was quoted ’/s percent 
higher in active trading at around 8 V« - 9 
percent levels while the one-year rate was 
quoted at 9 l/ 4 percent levels. The money 
markets were now expecting continental 
interest rates to fall, and the German cur- 
rency particularly suffered on expectations 


of a cut in the German Lombard discount 
rates possibly on this Thursday. 

The mark fell back by nearly 400 points 
Tuesday to 23950 levels from 2.3510 on 
Monday. The Bundesbank did not inter- 
vene too aggressively in support of tbe 
mark. 

tn other currency news the French franc 
fell to 6.7790 levels from 6.7580 levels on 
opening. This compared very badly to the 
6.6780 levels reached Monday and puts . 
the franc under pressure on the European 
Monetary System. The Swiss franc was 
weaker at around 1 .9600 levels, still suffer- 
ing from fells in Swiss interest rates the pre- 
vious week. 

The bullion markets were depressed 
Tuesday following the dollar's rapid rise. 
Gold traded some SI 5 lower at $485 an 
ounce in London after it had touched the 
$500 barrier in New York the night before. 
Silver prices fell back in heavy profit- taking - 
to take the price to $12.75 an ounce from - 
$13.00. record highs reached Monday. 
Some volatility is expected in the coming 
few days. 

The local markets were more active 
Tuesday and the spot riyal/ doDar exchange 
rates rose to 3.4405-08 levels compared to 
Monday’s dull trading at 3.4401-05 prices.

Reagan sets ’84 deficit at $150b 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 1 8 (R) — President 
Ronald Reagan and his advisers are putting 
the final touches to his 1 984 budget which 
will carry a record deficit ad minis tration 
sources said. 

They said the president was aiming at a 
deficit of around S 1 50 billion for the financial 
year beginning Oct 1. Even to reach that 
goal, the blueprint he sends to Congress on 
Jan. 31 will have to propose cutting outlays 
by some S65 billion below current levels. 

White House officials say three-quarters of 
the budget has already gone to the printer. 
The remaining decisions, however, are 
perhaps the most critical Reagan will have to 
make. The prospect of far higher deficits by 
1 988 has force Reagan to consider major tax 
increases and defense spending reductions 
which he previously voted to oppose. 

His aides said he was “stunned" by fore- 
casts of $200 billion deficits and had reluc- 
tantly authorized treasury officials to 
host of tax increase al 
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That would take effect in 1 985 or 1 986 if the _ 
deficit had not dropped significantly by then. *' 

The broad outlines of the spending cots . 
Reagan will seek from Congress for 1984 ' 
have already been leaked or made public by . 
administration officials. Weeks ago. officials 5 
made it known that they would £h» a deficit 
of roughly $2J 0 billion if spending continued ' 
on its current path. 

Congressional budget experts say the esti* 
mate reflects the gap between some $650 
billion in expected revenues for 1984 and up 
to $860 billion in projected outlays. 

To close it. tiie president is reported tn 
have' ! - approved a $10 billion package . 
of cuts in domestic programs and a pay freeze 
for federal employees and the military winch ■ 
would save an additional $6 billion. 

Last week Defense Secretary Caspar ■' 
Weinberger said he was asking Reagan to 
approve an £8 billion cut in the $247 billion 
defense budget for 1984.

HYDERABAD, Jan. 18 (Agencies) — 
India displayed defiance and grit. Their 
batsmen raised a glimmer of hope of saving 
the fourth cricket Test against Pakistan here 
with a superlative display of batsmenship on 
the fourth day here Tuesday.

The free- 
stroking Amamath curbed his natural 
instincts to go for the bowling, and selected 
tbe baH to play his shots.

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Greece wants state 
for Palestinians 


ATHENS. Jan. 1 8 (R) — Greece, which is 
due to assume the presidency of the Euro- 
pean Community later this year. Tuesday 
condemned Western sanctions over martial 
law in Poland and called for Palestinian self- 
determination. 

Addressing a conference of U.S. Con- 
gressmen and deputies from the European 
Parliament. Prime Minister Andreas Papan- 
dreou said Greece bad strongly attacked the 
imposition of martial law in Poland 13 
months ago. But he added: “The imposition 
of sanctions is anything but favorble to demo- 
cratization (in Poland). On the contrary, it 
creates a climate of confrontation.’* 

He said that because there was a danger of 
world war. the improvement of the climate of 
East-West relations must take top priority 
among foreign policy considerations. On the 
Middle East. Papandreou said “certainly 
Israel has the right to live within secure fron- 
tiers. But equally the Palestinians have the 
right to autonomy, to live within their own 
state." 

Papandreou did not make dear whether 
his Socialist government was still calling for a 
fully independent Palestinian state, as it has 
done in the past. Late last year, while stres- 
sing Greece s total diplomatic support forthe 


Palestine liberation Organization (PLO). he 
said there were “certain positive points" in 
the U.S. Middle East peace plan, which calls 
for a Palestinian entity in association with 
Jordan. 

Political commentators have predicted dif- 
ficulties over European Community foreign 
policy in the second half of this year when 
Greece, which has clear differences of 
emphasis from its partners, assumes the 
rotating community presidency. 

‘ On Afghanistan. Papandreou said Greece 
condemned the Soviet intervention without 
reservation. But he added that he hoped the 
new Soviet leadership would undertake poli- 
tical initiatives that would permit a with- 
drawal of Soviet troops. 

Soviet Prime Minister Nikolai Tikhonov, 
who had a special meeting with Papandreou 
at President Brezhnev's funeral last year, is 
expected to visit Greece in the near future, 
perhaps in late February. Papandreou said 
Greece wanted neighborly relations with 
Turkey but he condemned Ankara's 
approach to the problems dividing the two 
countries. He compared Turkeys claims for 
ofl exptoration. rights in the Aegean to the 
theory of "living space" advanced by Nazi 
Germany in the 1 930s. 


Laos alleges Thai shelling 


BANGKOK.Jan. 1 8 (AFP) — Laos Tues- 
day charged that Thai patrol boats had 
pounded its capital Vientiane with 
mac bine gun and mortar fire, killing four 
civilians and wounding several others. 

In the most serious flareup on their 
Mekong River frontier in months, the official 
Laos news agency KPL said two Thai vessels 
opened fire on the riverside capital shortly 
after 8 p.m. Monday night without provoca- 
tion. The news agency, quoting a foreign 
ministry spokesman, gave a different toll, 
however, than the state radio which earlier 
reported one Lao dead and three wounded in 
the incident. 

The Laos Foreign Ministry summoned 
Thailand's ambassador in Vientiane, Som- 
pongse Faichamps, to seek clarification of the 
firing and told its envoy in Bangkok, Kham- 
phan Simmalavong. to take up the matter in 
Thailand, the news agency said. Thai navy 
officials, contacted at the border by AFP, 
meanwhile said they had merely replied to 
shots from ' . Laos while on routine patrol 
on the Thai side. 


According to the Thai version, Laotian 
troops opened fire first with machineguns 
and rocket-propelled grenades after a Thai 
patrol sent, back three Laotians who had 
illegally crossed the river. Communist-ruled 
Laos, a landlocked state which depends heav- 
ily on Thailand for transhipment of goods, 
was anxious to prevent the incident from 
jeopardizing friendly relations, the Laos 
news agency said. 

In 1980, Thailand dealt a serious blow to 
the Laos economy by closing key river cros- 
sings for about two months after one Thai 
naval officer was killed and two others 
injured on river patrol. More recently, both 
countries have been making what appear to 
be concerted efforts to keep relations on an 
even keeL and diplomats said they expected 
no new major fallout. 

The latest flareup came as Laos hosted the 
16th session of the Interim Mekong Commit- 
tee, which links it with Thailand and Vietnam 
to study means of developing the lower 
reaches of the river they share.

“hard” drugs. Joseph FranceschL secretary 
of state for law and order, admitted in a 
statement that police had failed to curb a rise 
in pickpocketing, up by 58 percent. handbag

He urged the Paris police force to “concen- 
trate all its efforts on these forms of crime, 
particularly upsetting to so many people.” He 
said that he planned to give orders so> that 
crime busting equipment budgeted for this 
year would be delivered as soon as possible. 

Crime statistics issued Tuesday by the 
interior ministry and prefecture (Paris police 
headquarters) reported that general crone 
incidents of all types had increased last year 
by a huge 26 percent, compared to a moder- 
ate seven percent increase inTV8l over tbe 
previous year. There has been increasing 
concern over increased violence in the Paris 
metro {underground railway) — especially the 
cases of two passengers killed when they were 
deliberately pushed, in separate incidents, in 
front of oncoming trains by mentally 
unbalanced people;
